Riv er, following the course of the 
flames which touched a corner of the 
town, the p rincip al loss is confined to 
the south side of the riv er, and chiefly 
sustained along the American border. 
Railroad and -wire connections with 
the scene of the g reat district from 
the west is cut off by a burned district 
from Warroad. Minn., on the Canadian 
N orthern road, a distance of forty 
miles, throug h which the last trains 
p assed Saturday nig ht, at imminent 
p eril of the liv es of the crew. 
T]Jie 
road is op en to the south and east, 
howev er, and relief is being afforded 
from Fort William. 
These fires hav e hern smouldering 
in that district for months and were 
started 
anew 
by 
the terrific wind 
which beg an to blow two day s ag o. 
The wind increased in v elocity with 
the heat, until a wav e of flame ov er 
a hundred font hig h and as long , leap ­ 
ed barriers half a mile wide in many 
directions. 
It 
was 
this 
situation 
that caused so many to p erish on the 
railway track. They oug ht this open­ 
ing in the hush, but were burned to 
cinders I y the lv at wav e leap ing this 
harrier sun. hundred y ards along the 
clearing of the tracks. 
The Candian Northern has been run­ 
ning relief trains in ev ery direction, 
stop p ing at, at 
p oint where frantic 
p eop le were to I»«-* found along the 
track. 
The heroism of these train 
crews is a p ar» of the heroism of the 
occasion, disp lay ed by so many . Many 
trains hav e hern running through suf­ 
focating 
smoke and 
burning bridges 
and timber, reg arlless of danger to 
the crews. 
The most dramatic inci­ 
dents were those incident to the es­ 
cape of 2,000 fugitiv es in a long train 
of box cats 
The mob of men. women 
and children waited for the train while 
their homes were in flames and the 
roar of falling timber was harrowing. 
The first trainload steamed across to 
Rainy Riv er with men hanging to the 
sides and to the trucks. Women were 
giv en first place« .

The Insurgents w ere puz­ 
zled over the fact th a t the colonel had 
apparently stood for the tariff plank 
in the Republican platform at Sarato­ 
ga. 
Senator Cum mins of iowa had a 
long talk w ith Mr. Roosevelt in regard 
■ to this the day before the trip began. 
N either would discuss th at then. 
Betw een "stops through Tennessee 
and A labam a and M isslssipi Sunday 
th e colonel was besought to m ake a 
statem ent in addition to what he had 
said at A tlanta. 
The* G eorgians w ere 
deeply interested in the m atter. 
“I 
have nothing to add to w hat I said last 
night,” Mr. Roosevelt announced, “ex­ 
cept th at in my speeches at Syracuse 
and Saratoga about the tariff and the 
adm inistration, I said exactly w hat I 
had said in my speeches in Sioux City, 
Sioux 
Falls. 
Cincinnati 
and 
other 
places in the w est.” 
He believes that his course has been 
consistent, te a t his expressed attitudes 
on the tariff and adm inistration have 
been in all essentials the sam e. 
His 
policy has been to commend those 
features of the Payne bill which lie 
could conscientiously commend. Roos­ 
evelt regards th e Payne bill as being 
a b etter one than the D ingley bill, but 
he does not consider that it is suffi­ 
ciently an im provem ent over the Ding­ 
ley bill, or a sufficient fulfillment of 
the party prom ises to w arrant his in­ 
dorsem ent. 
The colonel said that he had deter­ 
mined on th ree essential planks or 
principles to stand on at Saratoga. 
He was for defeating bossism , securing 
popular rule, and repudiating corrup­ 
tion In politics. 
H e realized that it 
would be folly to jeopardise his suc­ 
cess in these propositions by engaging 
in a fight over the tariff plank, which 
would have inevitably alienated those 
friends of th e adm inistration who w ere 
in hearty accord w ith him on the three 
so-called essential principles. 
Roose­ 
velt is going to t alk m ore a bout the 
tariff when lie reaches St. Louis to­ 
morrow. 
Of course Indiana will want 
an explanation of his attitude. 
The 
colonel thought, though, that fie m ade 
him self clear on the subject, but said 
that if it becomes necessary he will 
elaborate in order to allow of no m is­ 
understanding on the part of those 
who will have to be shown. 
It was not exclusively a day of tariff 
talk aboard the Roosevelt train Sun 
day. 
The crowds of southerners that 
had been hanging around stations for 
hours did not give a rap about the 
tariff or adm inistration indorsem ents 
F or all a good many of them know, the 
tariff may be som ething to eat. They 
wanted to see Roosevelt,
